RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 4th August 1960 

No. 10/29/60-ONG.— The discovery of oil in Cambay is 
likely to increase the industrial potentiality of that region to 
a considerable extent. Tt has, therefore, been decided to set 
up a Co-ordinating Committee to consider the overall pro- 
blem of industrialisation, development of natural resource* 
and regional planning of the Cambay region. 

2- The composition of the Co-ordinating Committee will 
be as follows; — 

Chairman and Convener 

1. Chief Secretary, Gujerat.

2. A representative of the Department of Mines and Fuel. 

3. Senior Industrial Adviser (Chemical), Development 

Wing, Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

4. Development Commissioner, Kandla Port.

6. Secretary-in-Charge of Industries Department, Gujerat. 

7. Chief Engineer, Roads and Buildings, Gujerat State. 

8. Commissioner, Baroda Division, Gujerat. 

9. Secretary, Oil and Natural Gas Commission, 

Member Secretary 

10. Director, Oil and Natural Gas Commission, Cambay 
Project. 

3. The terms of reference of this Committee will be as 
follows: 

(a) to advise Government on the location of industries 
in the Cambay region, and particularly in the areas 
with which the Oil and Natural Gas Commission is 
concerned in its exploration for and development of 
oil and gas; 

(b) to consider matters relating to the acquisition of lands 
and buildings, construction of roads for the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission in Ankleshwar and Cambay 
regions; 

(c) to consider anv other matter falling within the pur- 
view of the Gujerat State Government for which the 
Commission may require the .State Government's 
assistance; and 

(d) to advise on prohlems relating to transportation of 
oil/gas for a refinery or other uses. 

4. The Committee shall have the right to co-opt other 
members. 

5. The Committee shall meet once a quarter or at such 
intervals as may be considered necessary. 

h. It has also been decided to set up a Standing Sub-Com- 
mittee of the above-mentioned Co-ordinating Committee with 
the following composition:

7. This Sub-Committee will deal with all operational 
matters relating to the acquisition of lands and buildings, 
construction of roads for the Oil and Natural Gas Commission 
In Ankleshwar and Cambay areas and any other matters falling 
within the purview of the Gujerat State Government for 
which the Commission may require the State Government’* 
assistance. 

8. This Sub-Committee shall meet once a month to settle 
local or operational problems and report to the Co-ordinat- 
ing Committee for information. The Co-ordinating Committee 
shall delegate sufficient authority to the Standing Sub-Com- 
mittee to enable the latter to function efficiently and expediti- 
ously.

3. The following will be the terms of reference of the 
Board:— 

(i) to keep under review the training programme of this 

Ministry and suggest way and means of improving 
the quality and content of training of both officials 
and non-officials; and 

(ii) to effectively organise, supervise and guide the expand- 
ing training and education programme undertaken 
by this Ministry. 

4. The meeting of the Board »will be held normally once 
a year. The Board may divide itself into sub-committees to 
deal with different aspects of the training programme and 
these sub-committees may meet once a quarter. In addition 
to attending meetings of the Board and sub-committccs, 
members are expected to devote some time to visit the various 
centres anil institutions run under the training programme, 
to participate in Study Camps conducted by the State Govern- 
ments for Members of Parliament and Members of Legisla- 
tive Assemblies & to serve on the Managing/Advisory 
Boards of the Orientation and Study Centres located in their 
States. Non-official members of the Board may be of special 
assistance in ensuring optimum utilisation of scats allotted 
to non-officials in the various Centres and In enthusing them 
to participate in the different training and education pro- 
gramme organised by the Central and State Governments. 

5. A member appointed or nominated in his or her 
capacity as a member of a particular l>ody or as the holder 
of a particular office shall automatically cease to be a member 
if he or She ceases to be a member of that body or holder 
of that appointment, as the case may be. All casual vacan- 
cies shall be filled in consultation with the authority or 
body which nominated the member whose place falls vacant.
